Report from Kobe — Inspection of vessels — Examination of emigrants — 
Dysentery in Kagawa prefecture. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Knight reports, August 18: 
Week ended August 14. Supplemental bills of health granted to 
6 steamships, and 1 original bill of health to 1 steamship. 

There were inspected 234 members of crews and 792 steerage 

Eassengers, and 54 members of crews and 54 steerage passengers were 
athed and disinfected ; their effects were disinfected by steam. The 
number of pieces of baggage steamed was 258 and bedding 104. 
Manifests were viseed for 40,802 pieces of freight, amounting to 4,300 
tons. 

Emigrants examined: Per steamship Manchuria for Honolulu, 
passed 18, recommended for rejection, 18; for San Francisco, passed 
4, recommended for rejection, 1; Minnesota for Seattle, passed 20, 
recommended for rejection, 18. 

The emigrants passed, together with 10 Austro-Hungarian steerage 

Eassengers to Seattle by the steamship Minnesota, were inspected, 
athed and disinfected, and their effects were disinfected before 
embarkation. 

There were reported 654 cases of dysentery and 7 cases of cholera 
at Kagawa prefecture. New cases are appearing daily. Kagawa 
prefecture is situated about 100 miles south of Kobe.
